To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Petworth  Rural 

District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  beg  to  submit  a  short  Interim  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  District  during  1942.  In  accordance  with 
the  instructions  contained  in  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  2773?  it  has  been  necessary  to  exclude  from  the 
report  considerable  detailed  information,  but  I  would  be 
pleased  to  supply  any  further  particulars  to  any  member 
of  the  Council  who  may  require  them. 

The  policy  of  duplicating  copies  of  the  report  has 
again  been  adopted  in  the  interest  of  economy,  and  the 
three  Districts  forming  1  he  North-Eastern  Combined 
Sanitary  Districts  have  been  dealt  with  separately. 

Reference  to  the  figures  given  will  show  that 
healthy  conditions  have  prevailed  throughout  the  year. 

The  routine  work  of  the  Department  has  continued,  in 
spite  of  the  many  extra  duties  placed  upon  your  staff 
as  a  result  of  war  conditions.  Although  no  matters  of 
outstanding  importance  call  for  special  comment,  attention 
is  drawn  to  the  following  points:- 

(1)  .  Births  &  Deaths. 

There  were  150  births  during  the  year,  as 
compared  with  135  during  1941.  Deaths 
registered  were  151,  as  against  113  in  the 
previous  year. 

These  figures  show  a  rise  in  the  birth¬ 
rate  from  15.4  to  16. 79 5  and  a  considerable 
rise  in  the  death-rate  from  11.6  to  16.9* 

The  latter  increase  is  mainly  due  to  certain 
deaths  which  resulted  from  enemy  action. 

A  contributory  factor  causing  an  increase 
in  the  death-rate  is  a  reduction  in  the 
Registrar-General’s  Estimate  of  Resident 
Population. 

( 2 )  .  Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases . 

Only  one  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  during 
the  year,  as  compared  with  10  in  1941.  The 
child  had  not  been  immunized. 

There  was  a  drop  in  the  incidence  of  Scarlet 
Fever,  l6  cases  being  notified,  as  compared 
with  25  in  1941.  Fourteen  cases  were 
admitted  to  Chichester  Isolation  Hospital. 
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There  was  an  outbreak  of  Measles,  of  a  mild  type, 
107  notifications  being  received.  It  must3 
however,  be  remembered  that  many  cases  of  this 
disease  do  not  receive  medical  attention,  and 
are  thus  excluded  from  the  official  figures. 

C3>-  Diphtheria  Immunization . 

Reference  to  the  figures  in  the  body  of  the 
report  will  show  that  the  campaign  has  proceeded 
satisfactorily  during  the  year.  The  percentage 
figures  of  children  who  had  received  complete 
courses  of  treatment  by  the  December,  1^42, 

namely  46 D  for  pre-school  children  and  88D  for 
school  children,  are  regarded  as  satisfactory. 
Efforts  are  continuing  to  maintain  and  increase 
these  numbers,  special  attention  being  given  to 
the  younger  age-groups. 

(4).  Scabies,  Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Diseases . 

Notes  dealing  with  these  matters  will  be 
found  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

I  would  again  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Council  for  their  consideration,  and 
to  acknowledge  the  loyal  assistance  of  sill  members 
of  the  Health  Department,  and  the  co-operation  of 
the  Chief  Officers  of  the  Council.

VERMINOUS  ‘CONDITIONS . 


A  brief  reference  was  made  in  the  last  annual  report  to  the 
spread  of  these  conditions,  and  to  the  powers  given  to  Local  Authori¬ 
ties  by  the  Scabies  Order  of  1941, 

Under  this  Order,  Sanitary . Authorities  were  required  to  make 
provision  for  the  treatment  of  cases  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Health  Department,  and  for  the  f ollowing-up  of  contacts.  Owing  to 
the  comparatively' small  number  of  cases  in  an  area  such  as  this  (as 
compared 'with  industrial  towns),  it  was  felt  that  it  would  be  un¬ 
economic  to  set  up  a  special  Cleansing  Centre.  Application  was 
made'  to  the  Ministry  of.  Health  for  local  women  and  children  to  be 
dealt'  with  at  Ton  "Cottage ;  Horsham,  the  Evacuation -Sick  Bay,  the 
staff  of  which  liad  had  ‘considerable  experience  in  dealing  with  such 
cases.  Approval  to  this " suggestion  was  received,  and  it  was  agreed 
that,  in  any  exceptional  severe  cases,  children  might  be  admitted  as 
In-Patients  to  the  sick-bay,  payment  being  made  to  the  Evacuation 
Account  from  the  local  Rate  Fund, ‘at  the  rote  of  •£!.  per  week.  The 
great  majority  of  cases,  however  hove  been  treated  os  Out-Patients, 
the  necessary  material  being  provided  by  the  Council.

The  difficulty' regarding  the  treatment  of  adult  males  was 
solved  by  making  application  tb'  the  authorities  concerned  for  per¬ 
mission  to  refer  such  patients  to  the  local  Military  hospital.  In 
this  matter  the  Commanding  Of  f ice r.'  and.  hi.s  staff  have  been  most-  co¬ 
operative,  and  a  number  of  men  and  older  boys  have  been  dealt  with 
at  the  hospital,  -  'these  being  cases  where  home-treatment  was  not 
considered  advisable.

The  Petworth  Cottage  Hospital  has  accommodation  for 
thirteen  patients,  arranged  in  two  wards  of  six  beds  each,  with 
one  private  ward.  The  hospital  is  provided  with  an  operating 
theatre  and  X'ray  Department. 

(e)  AH3ULMNCD  FACILITIES. 

(a)  Patients  suffering  from  notifiable  infectious  disease, 
when  sent  to  Chichester  Isolation  Hospital,  are  transported  in 
one  of  the  Chichester  Borough  Ambulances,  driver  and  nurse  being 
provided  by  the  hospital. 
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(b)  ‘The  Council  maintain  a  mobe-rn  Ambulance  ,  a  Morris 
vehicle  delivered  in  1940.  This  is  used  for  the  collection  and 
transfer  of  cases  of  non-inf ectious  illness  and  accident,  the 
duties  of  driver  and  attendant  being  undertaken  by  unpaid  volun¬ 
teers. 

( f )  CLINIC  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

The  County  Council  maintain  a  small  Clinic  in  High  Street, 
Petworth.  A  combined  Child  welfare  and  Ante-Natal  session  is 
held  there  fortnightly;  Dental  and  Diphtheria  Immunisation 
clinics  are  held  as  required.  In  the  more  remote  parts  of  the 
rural  area,  minor  ailments  among  school  children  ore  attended  by 
the  District  Nurses,  who  also  act  as  School  Nurses.  Children 
required  to  attend  special  clinics  for  eye  or  orthopaedic  defects 
are  referred  to  Chichester  or  Horsham. 

Patients  suffering  from,  or  suspected  to  be  suffering  from 
v:any  form  of  Tuberculosis,  are  referred  to  the  Dispensary  at 
either  Chichester  or  i-orsham,  weekly  sessions  being  held  at  each 
centre. 


SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  x,RSA. 

1.  WATER  ’  ’ 

There  has  been  little  of  particular  interest  to  record 
regarding  water  supply.  Connection  of  houses  and  forms  to  the 
public  mains  has  proceeded  steadily  throughout  the  year,  69  being 
made  to  supply  89  separate  properties. 

Two  small  extensions  have  been  made  during  the  year  on 
the  grounds  of  their  importance  to  public  health,  namely  70  yards 
at  Westburton  and  260  yards  at  Brookbridge,  risborough  Green. 

Sampling  for  bacteriological  tests  has  continued  through¬ 
out  the  year,  and  after  a  long  run  of  consecutive  samples  were 
found  to  contain  B.  Coli  of  the  non-faecal  type  in  varying  amounts 
an  investigation  was  carried  out  by  Dr.  E.  V.  Suckling  in  co¬ 
operation  with  the  Council’s  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Consult 
ing  Engineers.  The  report  showed  that,  whilst  the  contamination 
was  not  of  a  serious  nature,  further  safeguards  were  desirable, 
and  these  were  immediately  put  into  effect.  Since  then  there 
has  been  improvement  in  the  results  of  the  samples.  A  chemical 
analysis  was  made  by  Dr.  E.V.  Suckling,  in  the  course  of  his 
investigations,  and  was  found  very  satisfactory. 

In  October  work  was  commenced  with  a  view  to  clearing  and 
enlarging  the  adit  connecting  the  borehole  tubes  and  the  well,  so 
that  a  higher  rate  of  pumping  could  be  maintained  with  either  set 
of  pumps.  Owing  to  unforseen  difficulties  this  work  was  pro¬ 
longed  and  owing  to  more  urgent  work  elsewhere  was  temporarily 
suspended,  and  was  in  that  state  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Council  have  many  more  extensions  to  water  mains  in 
mind  which  they-  would  like  to  carry  out,  but  owing  to  restrictions 
on  obtaining  loans.,  material  and  labour,  they  have  not  been  able 
to  proceed-. 

2.  _ DRAINAGE  AND  SENE  RAGE . 


The  erection  of  a  complete  new  sewage  disposal  works, 
adjoining  the  • existing. disposal  works  at- the  Petworth  Northern 
Outfall,  was  commenced  during  the  year/  and  was  still  in  progress 
at  the  end  of  1942. 
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The  new  works  will  deal  with  sewage  from  the  Council’s 
property  at  Hampers  Green  and  other  public  property,  and  will  be 
large  enough  to  deal  with  such  building,  developments  as  can  at 
present  be  for  seen  after  the  War. 

RIVLR3  Alfc  STREAMS . 

Housing  inspections  having  been  discontinued  except  in 
certain  circumstances,  the  amount  of  re-drainage  and  improvements 
have  been  small.  Where  pollution  was  serious  or  conditions 
gave  rise  to  complaint,  action  was  taken  to  have  improvements 
carried  out.

3.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

A  refuse  collection  service  covers  the  whole  of  the 
district,  with  the  exception  of  one  or  two  very  isolated  farms. 
The  frequency  of  collection  varies  according  to  the  nature  of 
the  area,  being  twice  weekly  in  the  more  densely . populated  parts 
of  Fetworth,  once  weekly  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town  fortnightly 
in  all  the  villages,  and  monthly  in  the  more  sparsely  populated 
parts  of  the  district. 

"Two  refuse  dumps  ore  still  recognised  in  the  district 
for.  the  convenience  of  people  living  in  inaccessible  parts,  and 
these  .are'  cleared,  as  necessary. 

As  practically  all  refuse  is  salvaged,  incineration  ha§. 
ceased.  Refuse  which  remains  after  salvage  operations  is 
tipped  crude  into  an  old  stone  pit. 

The  Council  undertook  the  collection  of  waste  paper  anc|. 
.now  collect  from  individual  households  all  salvable  material. 

The' Council  have . not.  undertaken  the 'emptying  of  the 
cesspools.  Many  enquiries  are.  received  from  residents  as  to 
the  facilities  available ' for  this  work,  arid  they  are  referred  to 
private  firms,  adjoining  local  authorities  or  builders,  as  seems 
appropriate  to  each  case.  The  Council's  attention  has  been 
drawn  to  the  need  for  the  provision  of  a  cesspool  emptying 
service  due  principally  to  the  effects'  of  the  comprehensive  dis¬ 
trict  water  scheme ,  but'  no  action  was  taken  owing  to  the  im¬ 
possibility  at  the  present  time  of  obtaining  a  vehicle.

There  are  thirteen  public  elementary  schools  in  the  dis¬ 
trict,  many  of -which  are  old  and  of  unsatisfactory  type.  The 
water  supplies  at  Petworth,  boxwood  ,  -Pitt lev/or th ,  Sutton  and 
Plai.stow  are  -from  the  public  mains,  the  remainder  obtain  their 
supplies  from  wells  on  the  premises.  At  Petworth,  trough  water 
closets  ar-e  provided.  In  the  other  Schools,  earth  pail  closets. 
New  Schools  are  contemplated  in  the  near  future  at  Petworth.  The 
District  Medical  Officer  of  Health  assists  in  the  Medical  Inspec¬ 
tions  of  the  Schools  as  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer. 


All  cases  of  infectious  disease  known  to  the  Head  Teacher 
are  notified  on  a  special  form  to  the  District  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  and  a  duplicate  sent  to  the  School  Medical  Officer.

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3.  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Slaughtering  has  taken  place  throughout  the  year  at  the 
Government  slaughterhouse ' at  Horsham,  except  for  a  few  pigs 
slaughtered  /by  farmers  or  others  principally  for  home  consumption 
If  any  part’  of  these  animals  is- to  he  sold  for  human  consumption, 
inspections  are  made  at  the  time  of  slaughter.
